Patons accept no 
responsibility if any other yarn is 
used, or if needle and tension recom- 
mendations are not followed. 

Buy the full amount of yarn at one 
time to avoid variations in dyelots. 

Two No. 13 and two No. 11 BEE- 
HIVE or MILWARD DISC needles. 
4 small buttons. 

How to check your tension 
Before you knit this design. check 
your tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 1 1 needles, cast 
on 16 stitches and work in stocking 
stitch - 1 row knit; 1 row purl - for 
20 rows. Cast off ; press lightly on 
wrong side. 

The tension should be 16 sts. and 
20 rows to 2 in. and the finished 
square should measure 2 in. each 
way. 

If the square is bigger your work is 
too loose; try a size finer needle. 
If it is smaller your work is too 
tight ; try a size larger needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in 
stocking stitch, you will knit 
naturally to the correct tension for 
any stitch in this booklet. 



If you alter the needles to obtain 
the correct tension in stocking 
stitch, corresponding alterations 
must be made to the needles 
throughout. 

This garment has been specially 
designed for the size given and it is 
regretted that no adaptations are 
available. 

Abbreviations 

K.=knit; P.=purl; st.= stitch; 
sl.lP.=slip stitch purl ways; sl.2P. 
=slip 2 purlways; si. 2 t.b.l.=insert 
right needle from the left into back 
of loops of second and first st. in 
that order and slip both sts. off left 
needle together. 



y.fwd. =yarn forward; y.r.n.=yarn 
round needle; y.o.n.==yarn on 
needle; p.s.s.o. = pass slip stitch 
over; p.2 s.s.o. = pass 2 slipped 
stitches over. 

tog.=together; t.b.l.=through back 
of loops ; dec. = decrease by working 
2 sts. together; beg. = beginning; 
alt. ^alternate; rep.=repeat; patt. 
= pattern; in. = inches; cm=centi- 
metres; mm = millimetres. 
M.l=make 1 stitch by picking up 
horizontal loop lying before next 
stitch and working into back of it. 

BACK 

With No. 13 needles, cast on 121 
sts. and work 6 rows garter stitch 
(every row K.). 

Change to No. II needles and work 
in patt. as follows : — 

1st row — (Wrong side), P.1, *y.r.n., 
P.3, sl.2 t.b.l., P.1, p.2 S.S.O., P.3, 
y.r.n., P. 1 , rep. from * to end. 

2nd row—* K.2, y.fwd., K.2, sl.2P., 
K.l, p.2 S.S.O., K.2, y.fwd., K.l, 
rep. from * to last st., K.l . 

3rd row — * P.3, y.r.n., P.1, sl.2 t.b.l., 
P.1, p.2 S.S.O., P.1, y.r.n., P.2, rep. 
from * to last st., P.l. 

4th row — * K.4, y.fwd., si. 2P., K.l, 
p.2 S.S.O., y.fwd., K.3, rep. from * 
to last st., K.l. 



5th row — * P.2, K.2, P.l, rep. from 
* to last st., P.l. 




Needle sizes quoted throughout this booklet 
are UK : equivalent Metric sizes are Nos. 2\ mm 
for 13 and 2| mm for 12, 3 mm for 1 1 and 3f 
mm for 10. 
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6th row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog. 
t.b.L, P.1, y.o.n., sl.2P., K.l, p.2 
S.S.O., y.r.n., P.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., 
K.l, rep. from * to end. 

7th row—* P.3, K.1, P.3, K.l, P.2, 
rep. from * to last st., P.l. 

8th row — * K.2, y.fwd., K.2 tog. 
t.b.L, y.fwd., sl.2P., K.l, p.2 s.s.o., 
y.fwd., K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.l, rep. 
from * to last st., K.l. 

9th row—* P.2, K.l, P.5, K.l, P.l, 
rep. from * to last st., P.l. 

10th row—* K.2, P.l, K.l, y.fwd., 
sl.2P., K.l, p.2 s.s.o. , y.fwd., K.l, 
P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
11th row — As 9th row. 

12th to 16th row — K. 

Rep. last 16 rows 3 times more, 
then 1st to 1 1th row again. 

Leave sts. on a length of yarn. 

LEFT FRONT 

With No. 13 needles, cast on 66 
sts. and work 6 rows garter stitch. 

Change to No. 11 needles, place 
front border and work in patt. as 
follows: — 

1st row — (Wrong side), K.5, patt. 
61 sts. as 1st row of patt. on Back. 
2nd row — Patt. 61 sts. as 2nd row 
of patt. on Back, K.5. 

Continue working thus until the 
16 rows of patt. have been worked 
4 times in all, then work 1st to 11th 
row again. 

Leave sts. on a length of yarn. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for Left Front, reversing 
garter stitch border. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 13 needles, cast on 38 sts. 
and work 5 rows garter stitch. 

Next row— K.3, (M.l, K.l) 33 
times, K.2 (71 sts.). 

Change to No. 11 needles and work 
in patt. as for Back until the 16 
rows of patt. have been worked 4 
times in all, then work 1st to 11th 
row again. 

Leave sts. on a length of yarn. 

YOKE 

With right side facing and No. 11 
needles, work across 66 sts. of Right 
Front as follows: K.5, (K.2 tog.) 12 
times, (K.3 tog.) 4 times, (K.2 tog.) 
12 times, K.l, work across 71 sts. 
of Right Sleeve as follows: K.3, 



(K.2 tog.) 32 times, K.4, work 
across 121 sts. of Back as follows : — 
(K.2 tog.) 30 times, K.3 tog., (K.2 
tog.) 29 times, then work across 71 
sts. of Left Sleeve as follows: — 
K.4, (K.2 tog.) 32 times, K.3, then 
work across 66 sts. of Left Front 
as follows: K.l, (K.2 tog.) 12 
times, (K.3 tog.) 4 times, (K.2 tog.) 
12 times, K.5 (206 sts.). 

Next row — K. 

Shape yoke and work buttonholes 

as follows : — 

1st row— K. 10, (K.2 tog., K.6) 23 
times, K.2 tog., K.IO (182 sts.). 

2nd row — K. to last 4 sts., y.fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.2. 

K. 6 rows. 

9th row— K.9, (II 2 '^og., K.5) 23 
times, K.2 tog., K.IO (158 sts.). 

K. 3 rows. 

13th row — K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., K. 
to end. 

K. 3 rows. 

17th row— K.9, (K.2 tog., K.4) 23 
times, K.2 tog., K.9 (134 sts.). 

K. 5 rows. 

23rd row— K.13, (K.2 tog., K.3) 21 
times, K.2 tog., K.14 (112 sts.). 



24th row — As 2nd row. 

K. 2 rows. 

27th row— K.l 1, (K.2 tog., K.6) 11 
times, K.2 tog., K.ll (100 sts.). 

K. 3 rows. 

31st row— K.IO, (K.2 tog., K.5) 11 
times, K.2 tog., K.ll (88 sts.). 

K. 3 rows. 

35th row — K.3, y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
K.5, (K.2 tog., K.4) 11 times, K.2 
tog., K.IO (76 sts.). 

K. 2 rows. 

Cast off knit ways. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, 
block each piece by pinning out 
round edges, and omitting garter 
stitch borders and Yoke, press 
parts lightly following instructions 
on the ball band, taking care not to 
spoil the pattern. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, join 
side seams to within 2 in. of Yoke, 
then join sleeve seams to within 
2 in. of Yoke. 

Join armholes. 

Press seams. Sew on buttons.

Length of fin. wide ribbon. 

Tension 

14 sts. and 18 rows to 2 in. mea- 
sured over stocking stitch on No. 
10 needles. 

For notes, abbreviations and how to 
check your tension, see design page 2. 

BACK AND FRONTS 

(Worked in one piece to armhole 
shapings). 

With No. 12 needles, cast on 137 
sts. and K. 5 rows. 

Change to No. 10 needles and work 
in patt. as follows : — 



1st row — (Right side), * K.3, y.fwd., 
si. IP., K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., y.fwd., 
K.2, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd and every alt. row — K.3, P. to 
last 3 sts., K.3. 

3rd row — As 1st row. 

5th row— K.3, * K.3, y.fwd., K.2 
tog.t.b.L, K.l, K.2 tog., y.fwd., rep. 
from * to last 6 sts., K.6. 

7th row — K.3, * y.fwd., si. IP., K.2 
tog., p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l, rep. from 
* to last 2 sts., K.2. 

8th row — As 2nd row. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt. until work mea- 
sures 5 in., ending with right side 
facing for next row. 

Keeping continuity of patt., divide 
for Back and Fronts as follows: — 
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Next row — Patt. 35, cast off 3, 
patt. 61 (including st. on needle 
after cast off), cast off 3, patt. to 
end. 

Work on first group of 35 sts. for 
Left Front as follows : — 

Dec. 1 St. at armhole edge on next 
3 rows (32 sts.). 

Work 1 row. 

Dec. 1 St. at armhole edge on next 
row (31 sts.). 

Work straight on these sts. until 
Front measures 8 in., ending with 
right side facing for next row.** 

Shape neck as follows : — 

Next row — Patt. to last 11 sts., 
work 2 tog., turn and leave re- 
maining 9 sts. on a length of yarn. 
Now dec. 1 St. at neck edge on next 
5 rows (16 sts.). 

Work a few rows straight until 
Front measures 9 in., ending with 
right side facing for next row. 

Shape shoulder by casting off 5 sts. 
at beg. of next and following alt. 
row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off remaining 6 sts. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn 
to next group of 61 sts. for Back 
and work as follows : — 

Dec. 1 St. at each end of next 3 
rows (55 sts.). 

Work 1 row. 

Dec. 1 st. at each end of next row 
(53 sts.). 

Work straight on these sts. until 
Back matches Front at armhole 
edge, ending with right side facing 
for next row. 

Shape shoulders by casting off 5 
sts. at beg. of next 4 rows, then 6 
sts. at beg. of following 2 rows. 
Leave remaining 21 sts. on a length 
of yarn. 

With wrong side facing, rejoin yarn 
to remaining group of 35 sts. for 
Right Front and work as Left 
Front to **. 

Slip first 9 sts. on a length of yarn, 
rejoin yarn to remaining sts., work 
2 tog., patt. to end. 

Finish to correspond with Left 
Front, reversing shapings. 




SLEEVES 

With No. 12 needles, cast on 37 
sts. and K. 2 rows. 

Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to end. 

Next row — K. 

Next row — K.3, (M.l, K.2) 16 
times, K.2 (53 sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and work 
in patt., placing 1st row as fol- 
lows: K.l, * y.fwd., si. IP., K.2 
tog., p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.5, rep. from 
* to last 4 sts., y.fwd., si. IP., K.2 
tog., p.s.s.o., y.fwd., K.l. 

Next and every alt. row — P. 

Continue in patt. as on Back and 
Fronts as set until sleeve seam mea- 
sures approx. 5J in., ending with 
same patt. row as on Back and 
Fronts at armhole division. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape 
top by casting off 2 sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. 1 st. at each 
end of next and every alt. row until 
31 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Now dec. 1 st. at each end of every 
row until 15 sts. remain. 

Cast off. 



MAKE UP AND NECKBAND 

With wrong side of work facing, 
block each piece by pinning out 
round edges and omitting garter 
stitch borders, press parts lightly 
following instructions on the ball 
band, taking care not to spoil the 
pattern. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, join 
shoulder, side and sleeve seams. 
Insert Sleeves. 

With right side facing and No. 12 
needles, start at Right Front and 
work as follows : — 

K. across 9 sts. from Right Front, 
knit up 1 1 sts. up right side of neck, 
K. across 21 sts. from back of neck, 
knit up 11 sts. down left side of 
neck, then K. across 9 sts. from 
Left Front (61 sts.). 

Next row — K. 

Next row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to end. 

Next 2 rows — K. Castoff. 

Thread a length of ribbon through 
row of holes at Neckband and neat- 
en on wrong side. 

Sew 2 lengths of ribbon to each 
side of Neckband and tie. 

Thread 2 lengths of ribbon through 
row of holes on each Sleeve and 
tie in a bow. Press seams.
